In the Pembroke Magisterial dis- 
trict a vacancy occurred early in De 
wmber bv th» death of Esq. Josiah 
Gray. Mr. Thos. L. Graham was ap 
pointed to the vacancy for the old 
term and reappointed for the new 
term just before Judge Morrow went 
out of office. On the following day 
the new county judge appointed Cap- 
tain S. T. Fruit, who was deleated by 
Esq. Gray at the November election. 
The facts were laid before Governor 
Brown, who has issued the commis- 
sion to the Republican appointee, giv- 
ing h ; s reasons therefore in the fol- 
lowing official statement: 
Executive Department. 

Frankfort, Ky , Jan. 15, 1895. 
John W. Breathitt gave bond and 
qualified as county judge of Christian 
county on the. 10: h day of December 
1894, as provided for in section 3755 
of the Kentucky statutes. Under the 
constitution his term began on the 
first Monday in January, 1895, at 
which time in the early morning he 
took possession of his office at the 
court house. The law takes no note 
of the fractions of a day. He was 
county judge of said county from the 
beginning of that day, the seventh of 
January. On the morning of Baid day 
his predecessor, Judge Morrow, ap- 
pointed T. L. Graham, Justice of the 
Peace to fill a vacancy in the North 
Pembroke Magisterial District. On 
the next day, the eighth inst, Judge 
Breathitt annulled aud expunged the 
entry of the appointment of Graham, 
and appointed Samuel T. Fruit Jus- 
tice of the Peace to fill the vacancy. 
Under my construction of the law, a 
commission must issue to Fruit, at 
lie appointment of Grabsm was void 
for the reason* stated. For political 
reaeons I would prefer Graham for 
tb* office, out I must execute the law 
as I understand it.

All of the time worn arguments in 
favor of boxing- as a sport will hardly 
avail to save the game from a trr.nce 
like state now that a second fatality 
has occurred in the ring within a 
pionth. The death of Con Riordau in 
Syracuse recently brought a storm of 
denunciation upon the heads of the 
knuckle knights, but that, seemingly, 
was argued away when it was shown 
that the big California heavy-weight 
was in no condition physically to box, 
even in the lightest kind of a set-to. 
But what can be said in extenuation of 
the death of poor little Andy Bowen? 
He was trained to the hour seemingly, 
and was in rare good condition. Still 
he did not live much longer than Kior- 
dan after getting the final blow. Those 
who know the methods of the ring

officials of the Auditorium club 
were criminally negligent in fail- 
ing to have the floor of the ring padded 
sufficiently xo prevent such an acci- 
dent, but those in a position to argue 
the point will be drowned to complete 
silence by the hue and cry which will 
now be raised. The New Orleans fa- 
tality means that boxing will be dead 
in this country for some months 
to come— probably. But as the ring 
has lived down several similar acci- 
dents, it is reasonable to expect that 
It will do so again.

cal sense, of recovering quickly 
from a jarring punch. Club contests, 
conducted under careful auspices, have 
always been popular.
